The Beach Cart. 
~r " - 


In addition to the lifeboats the crew 


has a.-two-wheeled piece of apparatus 
known in the service as a beach cart. 
This cart Is equipped with reels of 
rope and a small brass cannon that is 
used to shoot a line from the beach 
out to vessels that have been driven 
ashore by storms. The shell-like mis- 
sile that 1s hurled from the gun carries 
a distance of six hundred yards and 
bears with it a.-small line that passes 
over the vessel and Is caught by men 
of 'the boat's crew. 
The 
line 
then 


serves to draw a, heavier line out to tlie 
vessel. The heavy line is made fast to 
the mast and the life-savers then send 
out a vehicle known as a life car. In 
it the passengers are taken off the 
wrecked ship and are landed on the 
beach by the life-savers. 


Hanging in the life-saving station is 


a-set oE flags important in maritime 
life. 
They constitute what is known 


as the International code 
of signals 


and can be interpreted by the men of 
all ships of all nations. The life-sav- 
ing crew uses the code flags when 
talking to distressed la.ke craft. 


The fellow looking for a snap job 


might choose the United States life- 
saving service as one bf the easy class. 
He would erase it from the list within 
a few hours after he had entered the 
service. The pay varies according to 
length of service, and 
the 
average 


surfman's earnings amount to about 
$60 a month, including board. But the 
life of the life-saver is not one of cush- 
ioned chairs and nights and days of 
ease.

Indianapolis Dec. 15.—Stephen B. 


Fleming, -of Fort Wayne, president of 
the Association of Indiana Brewers, de- 
clares that all sales of beer In "dry" 
territory which are made by trie-brew- 
ers are made in strict compliance.with 
the law, and that the brewers have 
no means of knowing what the pur- 
chaser Intends to do with the beer. 
Therefore,'-he says, the brewers can 
not make -war on blind tigers, because 
they are not knowingly responsible for 
their existence.. .The'question, he says, 
should be handled by the local police 
authorities, but the brewers will gladly 
co-operate with'the. police officials if 
they are asked, to do so. In speaking 
of the formation of,the Association of 
Indiana 'Brewers, and 'the objects- it 
has'In view,' Mr. -Fleming said:' 


• "The Association of Indiana Brewers 
was organized early last April, as it 
was apparent to • those Interested in 
the brewing-industry of this state that 
plans would have'-to be devised to pre- 
sent the brewers" side of the pending 
question to. the people. 


"It '-was 'also clear that,' aside,from 


presenting his arguments, the brewer 
would have-,to effect .a change in some 
of the- conditions in- connection with 
.he-distribution of his product through 
the' licensed.Isaloon.. . ' 
. '. • 


Took-Long Time to Get Together.. 
"This, work can 'not be done sepa- 


rately, but can'only be accomplished 
3y. the close, cc-oper.ation of all. At 
the early meeting of the 
association 


the members agreed, upon .plans and 
policies, but in putting.these plans.and 
policies into operation, they were con- 
fronted', with';the questions of property 
interests; as -while all of the members 
of the'association' in'.Indiana might 
agree 'to-do certain'necessary things, 
their .work' would be. of'no avail if the 
manufacturers from out of the state | 
would not likewise lend their assist- i 
ance. To bring about the desired un- j 
derstanding of all, that is of all In the 
state arid'those shipping into the state, 
took the greater part of seven months. 
With this accomplished the manufac- 
turers within the state reaffirmed the 
• 


proper resolutions and plans, adopted 
In the early, spring and asked that they 
then be put into force. 


"The next step, therefore, was the 


formation of a vigilance bureau, which 
is made Independent of all the mem- 
bers, but whose work is 'to see that the 
resolutions adopted and agreements 
made are put into effect and kept. It 
is our absolute belief that the work, 
which will be accomplished during the • 
next lew .months, will be effective; . 
that it will hax-e the approval of the : 
people of the state, and that public ] 
opinion, which seems to be arrayed j 
.against us. -will change. The -work of [ 
reform, which we will undertake, will 
be confined entirely to those 'questions 
presented !n connection with the li- 
censed retail liquor dealer. We have i 
noted in the public press that some ot 
our friends on the other side ot the 
question have asked that we deal with 
the 'blind tigers." This we refuse to 
do, as we are in no -way responsible 
for the creation of the 'blind tigers'; 
aor can we. In any -way, tell that a man 
who buys one dozen or five dozen is 
going to resell the same. • Any sales 
made by us in dry territory are made 
strictly In accordance -with the law. 
This and 
other similar 
questions 


should be handled by the local policing 
authorities. If. however, we are asked 
to co-operate with and assist the po- 
licing authorities -we will gladly do so. 


A» ti> Entering Politics. 


"It is not our intention to enter into 


politics, beyond the point ot presenting 
and arguing our side of the question of 
a. bill Into which will be incorporated 
higher license, a limitation of. Hcenso 
and strict regulation. It Is not our in- 
tention to take any hand whatever in 
tno formation ot.the state committee 
of either parly. We will present our 
vl»w* to the platform committee* of 
both parties at the state convention 
to bo held during next year; and we 
take the firm position that represent- 
ing a property interest of between 
twenty and thirty millions of dollars, 
Invested in this state, and 
paying 


taxes, federal, state and county well 
beyond $2,000,000 annually, that 
we 


are entitled to present our side of the 
question for a hearing and full consid- 
eration. 


"Our desire Is to adjust the question 


to the satisfaction of the great ma- 
jority of people of the state; and as 
our work la along lines advficated by 
many who have been arrayed against 
us, particularly the press of the state, 
we feel In meeting their views and 
doing those' things which they have 
advocated and advised, that we are 
entitled to their support and their as- 
sistance in bringing about the desired 
adjustment of a problem which has di- 
vided communities, which has wasted 
property, which has not accomplished, 
to a great extent, what It aims to ac- 
complish, and unfortunately has en- 
tered, more or less,'Into the political 
question of the state."

seemed to surround the case, for it is 
asserted by certain 
London papers 


that all who have come in contact 
with it have either met with serious 
accidents or violent death. 


A long.list of casualties, of more or 


• less apparent- authenticity, is .appended 
to several of the stories concerning 
the mummy. This list includes the 
suicide of; a scientist who laughed a.1 
the superstition,- and the serious ac- 
cident of an engineer who. joined him 
in his mirth. 


This is not the first time that the 


mummy' has exercised its malign in- 
fluence. It came to the museum with 
a long list o£ terrible things already to 
its credit. .Five years ago the case 
was investigated by Fletcher Robin- 
son and a report was prepared by him 
for publication. 
Soon after preparing 


his narrative Mr. Robinson 'died.'

HON. H. M. DOWUNG SPEAKER. 


Gave Able Address Before Presbyte- 


rian Men's Club. 


Greeted by an audience of fully ori« 


hundred members of the. Men's club 
of the First Presbyterian church, Hon- 
Henry M. Dotyling, of Indianapolis, a 
member of the railroad commission o£ 
Indiana, lectured Tuesday evening at 
the Firs.t church parlors. His eloquent 
effort was entitled "The Overlap o£ 
Businessman^ RtlUjlon." Primarily he 
demonstrated" that both religion and 
business, have .their proper spheres and 
that while there is an' overlap vaguely 
recognized by men, the recognition Is 
generally so vague on first sight that 
few note.,it. 


"One interesting 
fact," 
said 
the 


speaker, "is that business and religion, 
including morality, have both received 
large Impulses within the past ten 
years, and another fact that, must be 
mentioned before proceeding further is 
that.'business men, to an increasing 
extent, are becoming interested (n reli- 
gion, but this brings a doubt. Can 
there ba any common ground upon 
which business and religion can meet? 
Is there a natural and proper overlap 
where they may meet ajid mingle and 
naturally affect each other for each 
others "good? 


"There is some danger of allowing 


the business position to obscure the 
man," he continued. 
"There is also 


the attention of tho congregation Is 
directed to the fact that all dues must 
be settled by that time. The.annual 
congregational meeting and election 
of o;cers will take place on New 
Tear's afternoon.
